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To the friendly Reader. 


S Ihave tried by long experience, 
with what difficulty in long 
time of teaching the moſt chil- 
dren are brought to underſtand 
the Rudiments of Grammar in 
the Book called the Accidence, 
appointed by Authority to bee 
taught; ſo I finde it generally 

true, that men of learning being teachers, are hardly 

drawne to endure the tediouſneſſe of the labour that 
muſt be uſed therein, in ſo low a degree of teaching, 
by meanes whereof the moſt children having onely 
learned to read and (ay the booke by he att, are com- 
monly put forward to conſtruction of ſome Latine 
book, before they can rightly diſcerne of any part of 
ſpeechgor any thing belonging ur to them, only repea- 
ting the words of the Accidence, but underſtandip 

very little. And by this means many young (chollers 
ſpend much time unprofitably, without benefirto 
themſelves or credit to their teachers. The labour here- 
by being tedious and unpleaſant beth ro' Maſter and 
ſcholler: in regard whereof my ſelf having long ſince 
framed a little book of Grammar queſtions « the 
help of mine own Scholers, containing the ſubſtance 
of the Accidence, I was willing ſome ten or twelve 
years fince to publiſh the ſame, knowing by mine own

all the books which were then printed were gone with- 
in a very few years, and being alſo requeſted by ſome 
good friends to alter and adde ſome things unto 
the Book, I have re-viewed it and writ it out again, 
adding divers examples that were needfull, and enlar- 
ing them for the better underſtanding of the young 
holler. 1 have alſo added divers oblervations and 
queſtions that were wanting in the former book, and 
had collected and done divers things elſe, as I was re- 
queſted by ſome friends and learned School-Maſters, 
which I would willingly ſhould alſo have been inſer- 
ted, for the help not only of the yonger (chollers, but 
allo for ſuch as had made ſome farther proceeding : 
but perceiving the Printers doubting the cold ſale of 
the Book if it were (o much inlarged, leaving out ma- 
ny of thoſe things I was content to let it paſſe in this 
mannes: yet being as it is, if my experience in forty 
yeats teaching have brought me any judgement, I dare 
a ſſitm that a Scholler ſhall mere profit by diligent 
learning, and uſe of this Book, together with the Ac- 
cidence, in one year, then by the common manner of 
teaching in two years at the leaſt.
